“Benner Greek”’ 


To Professor Allen Rogers Ben- 
ner, retiring Professor of Greek at 
Phillips Academy, has come an 
honor coveted by every teacher.

and truck hire to be 

used in connection 
with labor provided by the Fed- 
eral government, Today with only 
about $1,000 of that left, one of 
two things must be done: either 
secure a transfer from the reserve 
fund, or call another special town 
meeting for an appropriation. 


In some way or another Andover 
will take care of its unemployed, 
for while the residents of this town 
realize that this present state of 
unemployment is artificially created 
by the anti-business policies of 
Washington, they also realize that 
they must let no one go hungry, Yet 
Andover wants something to show 
for the money it spends on unem- 
ployment relief, and the big ma- 
jority of the unemployed want to 
do an honest day’s work for their 
money. 


But have you seen any of the 
results of this $9,000 that has been 
spent for materials and _ truck 
hire? Or have you seen any of the 
results of the money that has been 
spent the past five or six years on 
this same account? Of course there 
have been some results, and if you 
have an hour or so some day you 
can probably see something here 
and there, but you’d have to go 
west to West Andover to find it. 
Gravel roads, that’s what we’ve 
been building, unbuilding, rebuild- 
ing for the past few years. Five 
years ago we had already spent too 
much money on gravel roads, but 
we've still been spending the WPA 
money on this same wasteful pro- 
ject, wasteful as long as we’re not 
able to hard-surface them the same 
year. 

If the finance committee of the 
town has to spend more money to 
supplement WPA grants, let’s bring 
the WPA men nearer home and 
give them some really worthwhile 
projects to do. Five years after 
reaching the saturation point on 
gravelling roads would seem to be 
about time to stop spending money 
on the non-profitable washboard 
road business,

Urging the seniors of Phillips 
academy not to accept the current- 
ly popular doctrine of ‘might 
makes right,’ Headmaster Dr.

THREE ACADEMY 
TEACHERS RETIRING 


(Continued from Page 1) 


Professor Benner was educated in 
the schools of Waldoboro, Maine, 
and was graduated from Phillips 
Academy as valedictorian in 1888. 
Four years later he was awarded 
his A. B. degree from Harvard 
summa cum laude. He is a member 
of Signet, O. K., Delta Sigma, Phi 
Beta Kappa and Cum Laude, On 
his graduation several of his old 
teachers sought his services, but 
he accepted the offer of Dr, Ban- 
croft and returned to Phillips to 
teach. Here he has remained ever 
since, 


Allen R. Benner 


Since his graduation from Har- 
vard he has served as the secretary 
of his class and has issued all of 
the class reports. He hopes to pub- 
lish the report at the fiftieth an- 
niversary of the class in 1942. His 
publications, “Selections from Ho- 
mer’s Iliad,’ and “Beginner’s 
Greek Book” published jointly with 
Professor Smyth are widely used 
as texts in many leading American 
colleges. 

Professor Benner has travelled 
abroad many of his summers, but 
he has also spent much time in 
Waldoboro in the home of his an- 
cestors. He is taking up his legal 
residence in that town and plans 
to spend much of his time there 
where he has a farm on which he 
raises flowers and vegetables, 

He plans to engage in some liter- 
ary work connected with his life 
long studies, 

The dedication of the 1916 “Pot 
Pourri” to Mr, Phillips in the fol- 
lowing words, “To John Lewis 
Phillips, whose nobility of charac- 
ter, steadfast friendship, and schol- 
arly zeal have been a continual 
inspiration to his students,” is a 
fitting tribute to his years of ser- 
vice to the school, His unfailing 
kindness and interest in his stu- 
dents have made him one of An- 
dover’s most beloved teachers. 

Preparing for college at Haver- 
hill High ‘School and Brewster 
Academy, he was graduated from 
Dartmouth in 1894. In that same 
year he was appointed to the Phil- 
lips Academy faculty as an instruc- 
tor in Latin and has served in that 
capacity ever since. He was mar- 
ried to Bertha Manning in 1898. 
Now instructor in Latin on the 
Samuel Harvey Taylor Foundation, 
Mr. Phillips is a member of Phi 
Beta Kappa, Cum Laude, K.K.K., 
Tiger, and P, L. S. 

During his sabbatical year, 1908- 
09 he studied in Rome and at the 
University of Gottingen in Ger- 
many, From 1914 to 1928 Mr. Phil- 
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lips was at Williams Hall. During 
these years the Hall doubled its 
capacity and many an alumnus hag 
happy memories of how, as a home. 
sick “prep”, he was cheered and 
encouraged by the gracious hos. 
pitality of Mr. and Mrs. Phillips, 
For many years he was director of 
the Phillips Academy Dramatic 
Club. Every kind of drama from 
Sheridan’s “School for Scandal” to 
an evening of Vaudeville was pre. 
sented under his direction. In 1905 
a grateful Dramatic Club presented 
him and his wife with a silver 
loving cup in recognition of their 
services, 

Since the establishment of a 
chapter of the Cum Laude Society 
at Andover Mr, Phillips has held 
the office of secretary and has been 
prominent in the chapter’s activi- 
ties. Together with Mr, Allen, he 
published the Allen and Phillips 
“Latin Composition’ and he was 
also a collaborator in “Byrne’s 
Syntax of High School Latin. 


Mr, and Mrs. Phillips have made 
no definite plans for the future. 
They will spend the summer and 
autumn at their home at Webster 
Lake, Franklin, New Hampshire, 
and will probably do some travel- 
ling in the next year. 


Warren King Moorehead was 
born in Sienna, Italy, of American 
parents, March 10, 1866, Returning 
to this country at an early age, he 
became interested in Indians when 
he was thirteen, In 1883 he entered 
Denison College, Ohio, in the heart 
of the Mound Builders country. He 
was a long-distance runner and 
went on foot to Flint Ridge, eleven 
miles distant, where he collected 
specimens and carried them back 
to the college. 


When Dr. Moorehead began his 
studies, no college taught archaeo- 
logy, and he was appointed an aide 
in the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington. There he trained un- 
der Dr, Thomas Wilson for two 
years and then began explorations 
at his own expense. 


He surveyed the famous Fort 
Acient, Ohio. Years later he did 
the same in Illinois at Cahokia, the 
largest earth tumulus in this coun- 
try. Both these places are now 
state parks, due to his efforts. 


Dr. Moorehead was appointed by 
President Theodore Roosevelt on 
the Indian Commission in 1908 and 
served 26 years, becoming senior 
member. The Commission saved 
our Indians many millions of dol- 
lars. 


He was appointed curator of the 
Museum of Archaeology at Phillips 
Academy in 1901, later becoming 
director, He retires with the title 
of director-emeritus on commence- 
ment day of this week, 


Dr. Moorehead is the author of 
many archaeological works and re- 
ports for the Department of Inte 
rior, 

Accompanied by Mrs. Moorehead 
he sails for Europe early in July 
for a five months’ stay,
